tion. Part of this was undoubtedly 
done In self-defence, in the face of 
the challenge to have him replac- 
ed as the head of the patty’s 
secretariat by Minister of 
Transport Meir Amit. But the 
manner in which it was done was 
clumsy and confusing. 

Yadin's eroding position of par- 
ty leadership has not been 
bolstered by his being rather a 
fifth wheel in the cabinet, both ag 
a redundant deputy prime 
minister privy to the secrets of the 
peace negotiations but rather 
Powerless to influence them and 
as an ostensible coordinator of 
domestic social policy with Israel 
Katz heing the head of the auper- 
Ministry of Labour and Social 
Betterment (with Health yet to 
come) and Finance Minister 
Simcha Ehrlich sitting on the 
money-bags. 

Pre-election criticism of Yadin 
tended to focus on contentions that 
he was an autocrat in his relations 
with underlings. This has not 
proved to be the trouble at all. 
Yadin has gone out of his way to 
be a low-keyed calmer of internal 
squabbles. 

The trouble with Yddin seems to 
be elsewhere in something that 
could be labelled the Yitzhak 
Rabin Syndrome. Both of them are 
extremely able men who have 
made an enviable record in the 
military and have at different 
times been considered Israel's 
Great White Hope in the event of 
the eventual breakdown of the 
political edifice built by the old- 
time pols, and an inability to find 


satisfactory leaders of top calibre | 


from among them. 

Both, however, entered politics 
in later life (despite the coy 
Israeli practice of labelling 50- 
year-olds as members of the 
Young Guard of this or'that party) 
— Rabin in his 50s and Yadin at 60, 


There is room to argue that 
Politics is one of the most complex 
of arts and professions, which 
simply cannot be learned from 
scratch starting at the top. This 
more than anything else — inabill- 
ty to become a political 
professional and a leader and 
manipulator of other politicians — 
was the cause of Yitzhak Rabin's 
downfall. And there is much 
evidence to support the view that 
{t Hes at the root of much of 
Yadin's troubles. 


WILL THE DMC split following 
the elections to its new governing 
bodies? Alt its top leaders state 
their unalterable opposition to 
breaking up. They probably mean 
{t aince most of them have no 
better place to go. Not, at least, 
until the advent of post-Begin 
politics. 

At such a time Tamir and his 
supporters — Akiva Nof, Assaf 
Yaguri, Binyamin Halevy, Shawfik 
Assad and Shlomo Eliahu — may 
well gravitate back into the Likud, 
or what becomes of it. But it is dif- 
ficult to see how Taroir could 
come back into a Likud headed by 
Begin. 

In such 4 scenario, the Amit 
group could possibly return to the 
Labour fold, together with such 
other farmer Lahourites as Israel 
Katz,. thus leaving behind a rump 
of the original Shinul group head- 
ed by Rubinstein. 

What would happen to Yadin in 
such an eventuality is far from 
certain, although it is not entirely 
unthinkable for him to contend for 
a position of leadership in a 

- realigned post-Begin Likud — if 
he doesn’t quit politics altogether 
in disgust.

Indeed, he pointed out more 
than once that historically, Eretz 
Israel or Palestine comprised 
both Transjordan and the land ly- 
ing west of the river, He thought,

One last point Sharon made was 
about Arab settlement within the 
green line.

PRISONER ΝΟ. 3118 awoke early 
in his cell In Acre prison on the 
morning of June 29, 1938. Beyond 
the walls of the old fortress the 
town was quict, the silence broken 
only by the plod of armed patrols 
ἢ who had been on the strecta since 
dawn to prevent any trouble. The 
ner washed and combed his 
hair with speclal care. Two 
warders came for him just before 
8 o'clock, pinioned his hands 
behind his back and marched the 
condemned man, walking upright 
and singing Betar songs, to the 

Ἶ gallows. As the hangman placed 
the black hood over his head he 
shouted, “Long live Jabotinsky."’ 

Shlomo Ben-Yosef was the first 
Jew to be executed In Palestine by 
the British Mandatory 
authorities. His death gave the 
Revisionists their first martyr in 
the struggle for national libera- 
ton. 

Next week members of the 
Association of Underground 
Fighters will gather by his 
: graveside in Rosh Pina to honour 
lis memory on the 40th anniver- 
sry of his hanging. But the story 
of his short life is a tragic, un- 
᾿ edifying and unheroic one, and it 
was only in death that he achieved 
the ideals for which he fought. 

Born in Poland in 1918 to a poor 
family, Shalom Tabacznik had a 
hard but not exceptional 
childhood. In 1928, at the age of 15, 
he joined the local Revisioniat 
Betar youth group and, naturally 
enough, it became his life's ambi- 
{lon to reach Palestine. Forced to 
flee hig home after badly injuring 
adrunk in a fight, he joined a 
Betar training farm in the Polish 
countryside, and in September 
1937 arrived in Palestine as on 
“legal” immigrant. .

BILL OF FARE 


I HAD often wondered why 
Chez Simon was reputed to be 
one of the best restaurants in 
Jerusalem. My only memory of it, 
from a single visit several years 
ago, was of a large, bare room 
with an expanse of light wood pan- 
elled walls and plain tables and 
chairs to match, the whole place 
giving an impression of a bleak 
school or college refectory. I had 
no recollection at all of the food, 
good or otherwise. 

It was a surprise, therefore, 
having climbed the stairs to the 
restaurant on Rehov Shammai, to 
be’ushered through the bar into 
what seemed to have shrunk into a 
cosy and elegant room, not too 
brightly lit, with less than a dozen 
red-clothed tables and high- 
backed dark oak chairs, the walls 


broken by pictures which, if not. 


distinguished, were certainly not 
offensive. The moment we were 
seated, a candle was lighted on 
our table, a plate of hot garlic 
toast was set down on it, and we 
were handed two enormous 
menus, behind which we were left 
to consider what we should eat. 
The fact that nobody bothered us 
until we emerged led us to hope 
that this was the kind of place that 
expects you to dine at leisure, and 
doesn't obviously want you to 
make room for the next customer. 

My companion chose to start 
her meal with chopped liver. It 
wasn't ‘like Mama made it," un- 
less Mama happened to be a 
French peasant noted for her 
coarse pété, of which this was a 
very acceptable example, if with 


aslightly sourish tang. Thataame . 


Mama could also have been 
responsible for my tasty onion

goats. After getting the sheikh ofa 
semi-nomadiec tribe to introduce 
her to a family with herds, she 
was invited to accompany the 
young ‘women and girls on their 
grazing duties, 

Sitting on Negev hillsides, 
Gillian would have long, intimate 
Conversations with the women. 
She found them to be much freer 
in their talk on perzonal subjects 
away from the confines of the 
family encampment. They would 
discuss such matters aa what a 
girl is to do when she can't get 
pregnant, the problems of living 
with your husband's second wife, 
the experience of marrying off a 
son. 

Gradually, a picture began to 
take shape in GilHan's mind, and 
it was this picture that she was 
now trying to ahow to an audience 
that had come all the way from 
America to confirm its certainty 
that the Beduin woman is to be 
terribly pitied. 


“BEDUIN WOMEN are begin- 
ning to enter areas where they 
would never have dared to appear 
just a few years ago," Gillian ox- 
plained to her group of feminists. 

“Tt is the woman, for example, 
‘who collects the children's 
allowance cheque from the 
Nationa] Insurance Institute. This 
has given her the freedom to go 
into stores and buy things her hus- 


band would never have bought for .. 
- her like fancy lingerie, or a baby . 


carrier," ; 

The money haa also enabled the 
women to do things they would 
never have dreamed of doing only 
a generation ago. Gilllan describ- 
ed the case of one of the women in 
the tribe she lived with who 
bought two cows with her in- 
surance payments, and used them 
to start her own business. 

The idea that Beduin women are 
entirely segregated from the men 
ia not altogether true, Gillian told 
the group. 

“Segregation does exiat, but it 
tends to lessen 4s ἃ woman grows 
older. It is most strict: between 
puberty and marriage, when 
young girls are often restricted to 
the home and are taken away 
from school, This can Jead to a 
great deal of frustration." 

But older women, who are not

It fs true that a young Beduin 
girl usually has no choice in the 
matter of a mate.

But Gillian described how, in moat 
inatances, the girl’s friends know 
about the impending match and 
tell her about {t. Despite her prior 
knowledge, when the boy's family 
comes to fetch her, she muat feign 
surprise and reluctance, and 
struggle before finally 
herself to be taken away. 


IN RARE cases, a Beduin girl can 
elope with the man of her choice. 
In other instances, when she hears ' 
of the match and it dissatiefies 
her, she has the right to ga to the 
sheikh of the tribe and ask him to’ 
try to stop the marriage, Here she’ 
places herself under the protec- 
tion of the sheikh, and the chances 
of the marriage being called off 
are fairly good. 

When a Beduin woman fa 
widowed or divorced, she is free to 
choose a second partner if she 
wishes. Often, however, ashe is un- 
der presaure from. her first 
husband's relatives to marry one 
of hia brothers, ao that the family 
does not lose its rights to his 
property. And the woman herself 
often prefers such an arrange-- 
ment, because it enables her to 
keep her children.
